There was also the matter of Ms appearance on all nets aft©.- the Valentine story 
and Snjedero I arranged that in ter , 8 of t&LdLag to Bud about it and then getting Jimmy 
wG agree with it. You should. recall that you. and hud were there and tbax rather than 
appearaing as a promotion for a bad book by h-sne Jimmy had prime time on sli^uieta. hot 
just crap on Good %raing America. There io sore but I think this makes the point that 
we did not keep irsy under any kind of wraps when he want ed to say what would not hurt 
Mm. Aside from this there is the present Lane/^ershaw hurt to truth.

After yesterday’s Lane promotion I warned you again that besides promotions himself 
Lane was doing nothing except harm to Jimmy with all these extreme, false and irrelevant 
statements and that his using Jimmy in it even prompted Gardner to S} sk how the Tennessee 
authorities could permit it. 

More than when I told you yesterday it now will never be possible to use Jimmy as a 
witness.
